QUARTERMASTER KILLED: 
FOREIGNERS ROBBED. 
_ Anothor piratical outrage has ‘to be roported to-day. Tho 
. Chineso steamer Ningshin, in command of Captain O, Torgorsen, 
loft Shanghal for Foochow on the 2nd.instant, with 300.Chinose and 
sovon foroign passongors aboard, as woll as cargo. valued at half o 
million tools, and, on the following day, pirates travelling aos 
passongors took charge of hor, killing tho Chinoso quartermaster and 
sompelling tho Captain to maka for Bilas Bay, thirty. milon from 
Hongkong, whoro tho vessel was looted and the passengors ‘rebbod, 
’ tho pirates oventually putting off in lightors. Tho Vossol arrived at 
Amoy yosterday. Tho story of the outraga is told in the following 
tologram from our Shanghai corrospondent :— ‘

She fad a cargo valued at half a milllon taolk, which included 
thirty casos of silvor syces, valuo $120,000 (Max.), piece goods, 
othor caryo and some mail mattor. 

Tho vossel was pirated near Wonchow on Octobor srd., whon 
thirty-four robbors in a gang bogan firing ond taking possorsion of 
tho'ship, killing the native quartermaster and wounding ono sailor,

CAPTAIN'S EVIDENCE. 


“Capt, J. Errott, tho mastes, 
stated that ho had bheon omployed 
for nine yoars by tha Standard 
Oi! Company and had been in 
command of tho Tecumseh ‘for 
twolvo months. Ho had boon a 
mastor on one provious sbip.’ Tho 
Tecumach was of 6,828 tons grous, 
and 4,246 nott tonnage. On the 
day of arrival in Hongkong tho 
ship was fully loaded - with. 8,570 
tons of oil in bulk and was draw- 
ing 27 foot, At 1.57 a.m. they 
picked up tho Waglan Light and 
waited for daylight, coming into 
tha harbour lator. The weather 
was showory but clour. Ho was 
on tho look-out for pilot boats but 
did not seo any until ho was 
though Lyemun Channel. He 
hailed them, but they all repliod 
thoy woro for othor ships. ‘ho 
Chiof Officer was with him on the 
bridge, anc the spood of the ship 
was slow., Ag they camo down 
the harbour the weather got Icus 
clearjand tho engines were put at 
half spoed. Thore was a lot of 
shipping with junksand sampans 
with a numbor of ships gaing out. 
Thore was a haze, with fogin 
patches, Ho had previously sot 
his coureo and at 6400 aan, 
ho changed it. Ab that timo 
he could not seo Kowloon 
shore, ‘tho ship then being in 
Kowloon Bay. Ho altered courso 
to‘pass betwoen Cust Rock Buoy 
and Bolchor's Ridge, This was 
in accordanve with feailing in. 
‘atructions. As he was approach- 
ing the Cust Rock, he could soo 
the dorricks at Kowloon Dock, 
but it was impossible to judge thu 
distance on account of ground 
fog. In front ho saw asveral 
fampans and ono junk, all with 
soils up. Thoro was no wind 
and tho ‘boats wore being rowed. 
Thoy woro in viow for somo limo, 
and tho junk was going from 
Kowloon to-Hongkong, whilst the 
sampana woro going in all direo- 
tions. Tho Cust Rock Buoy was 
obsoured by th. saile of thaso 
vossols.. Whon the Buoy was 
first sighted, ho rang for, tho 
onginos:.to go astorn and star- 
boarded tho holm. Tho ship struck 
tho buoy rock on.the port bow. 
This was at 6:57 a.m. ~Fho tido 
was still flooding. Ho kopt the 
ongines full astorn' until 7.15, try- 
ing to got tho ship ‘off, but could 
not dogo. At&.30 tho tug Honry

STRAIGHT COURSE 
IMPOSSIBLE,. 


In anewor to Mr. Blake, tho 
Captain sald that it was not pos- 
alblo to atoor o atralght courso 
from Lyomun ashe had to koop 
altoring for sampans and junks. 

By tho Court:—Ho tried to 
koop aa. straight a4 posrlblo and 
ho did not altor more to ono 
sido than tho othor. \He took 
no, frosh bearings in tho harbour, | 
and did not see the signal hilPat 
Kowloon, until aftor the ship had 
struck, When tho ship struck 
tho rook it had ofmost stopped; 
the ongines had hoon going astorn 
for como timo, ‘ 

Did’ you think’ you knew tho 
harbour sufficiontly wol ta bring 
tho ship. in without o pilot?-—~I 
thought I know it wall ongugh to 
take the ehip tothe anchorago. 

Witness admitted’ that ho 
could not eco tho Hongkong aide, 
but statod that ho intondod sight- 
ing tho Cust Rock Buoy and thon 
anchoring ’ -until tho woathor 
cloarod. Ho wan expooling o 
pilot} as he had had no message 
to the contrary. 

Quostioned as to why he did not 
anchor whon ho found the visibil- 
ity ao bad, witnors said he did not 
want to anchor In tho fairway for 
for foar of foullng cablos. This 
was tho first timo he had brought 
a ship-into the harbour since he 
had boon in command. It was 
the fourth time he had boen 
through Lyemun Channel. ; 


CHIEF OFFICER'S EVIDENCE] . 


Mr. A. Livingstone, the Chicf 
Officor of the ship, noxt gavo 
ovidonce, saying that ax tho ship 
was passing through Lyomun ho 
was on the fo'castle end. Thore 


was a lot of shipping and ampans|_ 


and ‘it was hazy ovor in Kow- 
loon Bay. ' He could not seo 
the shoro, and the ‘tlds was 
with thom. They _ had 
to alter. courso continually to 
avoid-sampans,, As thoy got 
down tho harbour tho: visibility 
was not 60 good and he could not 
soo Kowloon ‘Dock or Kowloon 
Point. Thoro wero sampans and 
junks ahead with. their sails up. 
As ono junk on thoir port bow 
movod out of tho way he noticed 
Cust Rock Buoy about four pointa 
onthe portbow. Roughly, it was 
about. 400. foot. away. when, ho 
first saw it. Hoe then heard tho 
enginos go astern, If it hod 
not ‘boon for the junk bo 
could have soon the buoy 
in amplo time to have avoided it. 
On the morning of September 
29th. whilst on his way froin 
Kowloon Dock to Court 
noticed four sainpans made fast 
to the buoy, hiding it from view. 

THIRD OFFICER'S STORY. 

Mr. B.S, Atterwill, the third 
officer; who was on the’ bridge at 
at the time the ship' struck, 
statad that previous lo coming 
into the  barbour he had 
had instrnetions to keep oa 
look-out for pilots, They hatled 
somo pilot boats, but. thoy were 
engaged. Witness wont on to 
corroborate the preyious witnes- 
ses regarding the foe and bad 
visibility, and .ulso tha | junks. 
Alb that he could seo of Kowloon 
was the top of the derricks on 
the slipways at the Dock, and 
it was impossible to judge 
distance from them. It was only 
when a junk. moved out of 
tho ‘way ‘that he saw the 
Cust Rock Buoy: If the junk 
had not bean there thoy could 
havo soon the buoy much ecarlior. 
The ‘engines wore put astern 
immediatoly, and the ship struck 
at 6.57 om.’ The ship had just 
stooring way on at the time. 
Whon ho saw tho buoy first, it 
would bo about 500 yards away.

THE FINDING. . 


Tho Court thon adjourned to 
consider its finding, and oncoming

American Naval Manoeuvres,

Tho American naval man- 
ocuvroa, which it is proposed to 
hold noar Hawaii carly noxt year, 
aro to be on an elaborato scale 
according to dispatohes received. 

The manocuvres are to bogin 
on January 4th on tho assump- 
tion of a suddon severance of 
diplomatic rolations at a time 
whon no preparations for warhava 


beon made. Tho U.S.. Atlantic}... 


Fleot will Joave its baso of opora- 
tlofia on tho -eastorn coast and 
arrive at San Pedro in tho latter 
part of February through the 
Panama Canal, to join tho Pacific 
Fleat, During this time the 
Pacific Fleet will make San Pedro 
its base and, backed by tho do- 
stroyor flotilla and air corps, 
concentrate its onergies on safo- 
guarding the Panadmo Canal to 
facilitate tho passage of the 
Atlantic Float through the canal. 
The U.S. Combined Floot, with 
tho. idea that tho onemy has 
oponed an attack on Hawaii, will 
start oporations from carly in 
March, meeting the onumy off 
Honolulu, recovering Hawaii, and 
pursuing the foe westward. .Tho 
zono of the manoeuvres oxtonds 
from Sun Francisco to Midway 
Island.

Cantow ‘Assault Case. 

Wo do not require to go into 
details of the caso at Canton in 
which a ludy was illlreated by 
policemon, The matter las 
had full publicity in our columna. 
Noithor is it- our intention to 
dwell on this subjuect only so far 
as it affects Canton. .What the 
assault roolly points to is the 
growing anti-foroign feeling in 
China, which har been observed 
in tho North as much as in tho 
South, and has boon tho cause of 
much commont during tho pans 
fow months.
